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GENERAL  CHARACTERISTICS  OF  THE  DISTRICT 


The  District  covers  an  area  of  94,969  acres,  approximately 
148  square  miles  comprising  17  parishes  and  has  a  progressively  rising 
population,  which  has  now  reached  59,750. 

It  is  bounded  on  the  East  by  the  River  Test  and  the  Southampton 
Water,  on  the  South  by  the  Solent  and  the  Lymington  Borough,  on  the  West 
by  the  Ringwood  and  Fordingbridge  Rural  District  Council  and  on  the  North 
by  the  Romsey  and  Stockbridge  Rural  District  Council.  The  unique  and 
predominating  feature  of  the  District  is,  of  course,  the  ancient  Crown 
Forest,  a  region  of  exceptional  natural  beauty  and  a  home  of  ancient  rights 
and  privileges.  The  area  within  the  perambulation  of  the  Forest  is  some 
92,000  acres,  of  which  the  larger  portion  lies  within  the  boundaries  of 
the  Rural  District.  The  principal  industries  in  the  Forest  are,  naturally, 
forestry  and  agriculture,  whilst  the  areas  outside  the  perambulation  of 
the  Forest,  the  waterside  parts  of  the  parishes  of  Elinjf,  Dibden,  Marchwood 
and  Fawley  are  mainly  industrial,  including  timber  works,  small 
shipbuilding  yards,  tar  distilleries,  the  wellknown  Esso  Oil  Reginery, 
Chemical  and  Synthetic  Rubber  Works,  the  Central  Electricity  Authority  Power 
Station  at  Marchwood  and  other  light  industries. 

In  these  parishes  industrial  development  continues  to  increase  and 
they  contain  the  larger  centres  of  population,  equivalent  to  something 
over  60$  of  the  total  population  of  the  District. 

The  geological  formation  of  the  District  is  mainly  made  up  of  plateau 
gravel  and  sandy  marly  clays.

June  and  October  had  the  most  dry  days  (23  each) ,  and  January  the 
most  wet  (21). 

A  very  big  drop  in  the  temperature  of  the  hottest  day  of  the  year 
June  took  the  honours  with  76  degrees,  but  in  1961  July  produced  87.5* 

The  coldest  day  was  the  very  first  day  of  the  year,  when  the 
maximum  temperature  was  30.5  degrees,  but  December  23  (31.5)  and 

Christmas  Day  (31)  were  only  a  little  warmer.

The  ambulances  operating  in  the  area  are  controlled  from  the  County 
Council’s  main  station  at  Hillcroft,  New  Street,  Lymington  (Tel:  Lymington 
2331)  an!  all  requests  for  transport  should  be  made  to  the  Officer  in 
Charge  of  that  station. 

The  work  in  the  area  is  shared  between  the  main  Station  at  Lymington 
anri  the  sub-stations  at  Totton  and  Fawley,  with  assistance  from  the 
adjoining  sub-stations  at  Ringwood,  Christchurch,  New  Milton  and  Romsey. 
All  types  of  cases  are  conveyed.

After-Care  in  Tuberculosis: 

The  Totton  and  District  T0B.  After-Care  Committee  continues  to  do 
much  good  work  in  the  larger  part  of  the  District.

SMALLPOX 


61.5$  of  children  under  1  year  of  age  in  the  District  were 
vaccinated  against  Smallpox,  the  average  for  all  Rural  Districts  in  the 
County  being  61.9$ 

During  the  outbreak  of  Smallpox  in  other  parts  of  the  Country, 
vaccination  against  the  disease  was  made  available  to  all  who  requested 
it.  We  were  fortunate  that  no  cases  occurred  within  the  District. 


ISLANDERS  OF  TRISTAN  DA  CUNHA 

It  may  be  remembered  that  late  in  1961  a  volcanic  eruption 
necessitated  the  evacuation  of  the  population  from  the  South  Atlantic  Island 
of  Tristan  Da  Cunha  (37°  02"  South,  12°  17 '  West)  These  Islanders  were 
brought  to  this  country  and  at  first  accommodated  in  a  camp  at  Redhill  in 
Surrey.  After  some  weeks  it  was  decided  that  the  former  Royal  Air  rorce 
Married  Quarters  at  Cal  shot  should  be  made  available  for  them  in  an  attempt 
to  re-settle  them  and  assist  their  integration  into  a  local  community. 

In  January  1962  about  270  of  these  Islanders  arrived  at  Calshot  and  were 
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Islanders  of  Tristan  Da  Cunha  (Contd.) 

T 

settled  in  these  Married  Quarters.  A  great  many  were  found  employment 
in  this  district  and  the  surrounding  area,  and  children  of  school  age 
were  placed  in  appropriate  schools  in  the  district.  Under  the  auspices 
of  the  Medical  Research  Council  a  great  deal  of  medical  investigation  was 
carried  out  into  problems  affecting  their  health  and  welfare,  which 
continued  throughout  the  year.  It  was  apparent,  after  some  months,  that 
they  were  not  all  as  happy  as  had  been  hoped  in  their  new  environment, 
and  at  the  end  of  this  year  active  consideration  was  being  given  by  the 
appropriate  Authorities  to  their  future. 

The  arrival  of  these  Islanders  involved  a  great  deal  of  work  for 
the  statutory  and  voluntary  services  concerned,  and  a  tribute  must  be 
paid  to  all  those  who  responded  so  well  to  this  need.  It  is  usually 
regarded  as  invidious  to  pick  out  individuals  for  special  mention,  but  in 
this  connection  I  am  most  anxious  to  draw  attention  to  the  work  of  the 
Women's  Voluntary  Service  in  this  area  who,  throughout  the  year,  and  with 
so  much  zeal  and  devotion,  did  so  much  to  make  the  "lot"  of  the  Tristanians 
easier  in  what  to  them  was  a  very  strange  environment. 


GENERAL  REMARKS 

The  population  of  the  area  continues  to  increase,  having  risen  by 
an  estimated  2,240  to  59,750. 

The  Birth  Rate  was  higher,  being  20.33  as  compared  with  19° 3  in  1961. 
The  National  Birth  Rate  for  England  and  Wales  was  18.0.  The  Infantile 
Mortality  Rate  was  14.31  and  the  National  Rate  for  England  and  Wales  was 
21.4. 

The  number  of  deaths  (566)  was  19  less  than  1961,  the  Death  Rate 
being  9°47  and,  after  application  of  the  Comparability  Factor,  10.7.  The 
National  Rate  for  1962  was  11.9° 

Infectious  disease  notifications  were  very  few  in  1962,  the  total 
number  being  147 ;  this  included  cases  of  Measles,  Whooping  Cough  and 
Tuberculosis.  There  were  no  cases  of  Poliomyelitis  or  Diphtheria  notified 
within  the  District. 
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SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA 


WATER  : 

Further  extensions  of  the  Statutory  Water  Undertakers  water  mains 
have  been  made  during  the  year  in  the  parishes  of  Beaulieu,  Bramshaw, 
Brockenhurst,  Dibden,  Eling,  Fawley,  Lyndhurst  and  Netley  Marsh. 

The  District  is  supplied  with  water  by  two  Statutory  Undertakings,  the 
Southampton  Corporation  and  the  West  Hants  Water  Company,  the  District 
Council  (water  being  purchased  in  bulk  from  the  Statutory  Undertakers)  and 
one  private  Estate.  The  water  supplied  by  the  Southampton  Corporation  is 
obtained  from  deep  wells  in  the  chalk  at  Timsbury,  Twyford  and  Otterboume 
and  the  River  Itchen. 

Softening  of  the  water  is  carried  out  by  means  of  the  "Lime  Process" 
and  sterilisation  by  "Chloramination. " 

The  water  supplied  by  the  West  Hampshire  Water  Company  comes  from  two 
sources,  the  first  being  the  River  Avon  at  Knapp  Mill  where  treatment  con¬ 
sists  of  rapid  and  slow  sand  filtration,  followed  by  super  chlorination  and 
dechlorination.  The  other  source  is  a  well  in  the  chalk  at  Hale,  where  the 
only  treatment  necessary  is  chloramination. 

The  Rural  District  Council  passed  over  the  administration  of  water  supply 
in  the  Emery  Down  and  Cadnam  areas  to  the  Southampton  Corporation  on  the  1st 
April,  1962.  The  supply  at  Lepe,  however,  is  still  maintained  by  the  Council. 

Up  to  the  present,  Beaulieu  Village  has  had  a  piped  supply  of  water 
partly  from  the  West  Hampshire  Water  Company  and  partly  from  the  Beaulieu 
Estate.  However,  recently  negotiations  have  been  completed  with  the  West 
Hampshire  Water  Company  for  the  transfer  of  all  domestic  supplies  to  the  West 
Hampshire  Water  Company's  mains.  Already  their  mains  have  been  made  available 
to  all  the  properties  in  the  Dock  Lane  area,  and  the  remainder  of  the  proper¬ 
ties  will  all  be  transferred  eventually  according  to  a  programme  which  will 
probably  take  somewhere  between  a  year  and  two  years  to  complete . 

The  water  supplied  by  the  Southampton  Corporation  is  subject  to  regular 
bacteriological  examination,  and  during  the  year  300  samples  were  taken,  all 
but  7  complying  with  the  standard  laid  down  by  the  Ministry  of  Health. 

The  River  Avon  water  supplied  by  the  West  Hampshire  Water  Company  is 
analysed  bacteriologically  daily,  and  chemically  twice  weekly.  The  Hale 
source  is  analysed  bacteriologically  and  chemically  twice  weekly.  In  every 
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WATER  (Gontd.) 


case  the  bacteriological  examination  has  shown  the  water  to  be  of  Glass  I 
standard,  and  the  chemical  analysis  has  shown  the  water  to  be  quite  normal 
and  fit  for  domestic  water  supply. 

The  private  Estate  supply  is  regularly  sampled  by  the  Department. 

No  waters  in  the  District  are  known  to  have  any  plumbo  solvent  action, 
and  there  were  no  known  cases  of  plumbism.  All  supplies  have  been  constant 
throughout  the  year.

SWIMMING  POOLS 

At  the  end  of  the  year  one  additional  School  was  provided  with  a  swim¬ 
ming  pool,  namely  Abbotswood  County  Primary. 

Samples  were  taken  regularly  during  the  Summer  from  all  Schools  where 
swimming  pools  were  in  use,  and  the  results  are  as  shown  below  :-

The  unsatisfactory  results  which  were  obtained  arose  from  the  fact 
that  the  chlorination  plants  were  not  functioning  properly.  Advice  was 
given  at  the  Schools  in  order  to  ensure  satisfactory  results,  and  for  a 
time  hand-chlorination  was  carried  out.  Subsequent  check  samples  proved 
that  the  trouble  had  been  remedied,  and  at  the  end  of  the  season  all 
results  were  up  to  the  required  standard.

Brockenhurst  Sewage  Disposal  Works  : 

The  whole  of  the  units  constructed  in  this  modernisation  scheme  are 
now  fully  operative,  the  effective  date  of  completion  being  the  10th 
August  1962. 

Sway  Sewerage  Scheme  1 

This  scheme  was  completed  on  the  3rd  September  1962,  the  total  length 
of  sewers  amounting  to  6.1  miles.  Since  that  date  and  up  to  31st  December 
1962  there  have  been  157  properties  connected  to  the  sewers;  this  figure 
includes  67  Council  houses  in  Church  Lane  which  originally  had  a  sewage 
disposal  works.  In  the  period  under  review  no  reports  have  been  received 
on  the  standard  of  effluent  discharged  into  the  Avon  Water. 

Sling  S.D.W.  Sludge  Digestion  Tanks  : 

Construction  of  the  two  cold  digestion  banks  were  completed  for  use  on 
9th  July  1962,  which  has  relieved  the  difficulty  of  sludge  disposal.  The 
results  obtained  in  this  process  of  sludge  treatment  have  been  very  satis¬ 
factory. 

Eling  Sewerage  s 

(a)  Potemsford  Bridge  Scheme  : 

Progress  on  this  scheme  proceeded  at  a  uniform  rate  and  the  contract 
was  completed  one  month  ahead  of  schedule,  on  the  13th  August  1962.  Con¬ 
nections  to  the  sewer  commenced  being  made  in  September  and  during  the  last 
four  months  of  the  year,  23  properties  had  been  connected  to  the  sewer. 

The  whole  scheme  involved  the  laying  of  2,143  lineal  yards  of  6"  diameter 
pipes. 
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Elint-r  Sewerage  (Contd.) 

(b)  Chapel  Lane  Pumping:  Station  : 

In  order  to  relieve  the  surcharged  conditions  on  the  sewer  which 
resulted  in  occasional  flooding  in  Chapel  Lane  and  also  the  punping 
station  site,  a  scheme  was  commenced  in  November  1962  for  enlargement 
of  the  rising  main  to  Eling  Sewage  Works  together  with  higher  capacity 
pumping  equipment.  The  alterations  to  the  pumping  station  are  being 
carried  out  by  direct  labour,  the  rising  main  construction  being  carried 
out  by  contract.  Completion  of  this  work  is  expected  by  mid-1963. 

Boldre  Sewerage  Scheme  : 

Siting  of  the  disposal  works  and  the  general  layout  of  this  plant 
has  now  been  agreed  with  the  Ministry.  Design  of  the  sewers  has 
previously  been  completed,  and  it  is  expected  that  this  scheme  will  be 
commenced  during  1963. 

Testboume  Estate  Sewerage  Scheme.  Eling  : 

Ministry  approval  was  received  for  this  scheme,  and  agreement 
reached  on  the  proportion  of  cost  to  be  borne  by  the  estate  developer. 

The  construction  of  this  scheme  will  be  completed  by  September  1963. 
Slowhill  Copse  Sewage  Disposal  Scheme  : 

Discussions  took  place  with  the  Ministry  when  some  minor  alterations 
to  the  works  were  suggested,  and  this  was  followed  by  a  draft  scheme  which 
received  approval.  Detailed  drawings  for  the  whole  of  the  works,  includ¬ 
ing  the  pumping  station  at  Totton,  are  being  prepared  on  the  basis  that 
construction  will  commence  sometime  in  1963. 

PUBLIC  CLEANSING 

The  weekly  service  continues  to  operate  in  the  parishes  of  Lyndhurst, 
Brockenhurst,  Eling,  Hythe,  Dibaen  and  Fawley.  In  the  remaining  parishes 
it  is  a  fortnightly  collection  of  domestic  refuse,  and  weekly  collection 
of  trade  refuse. 

Whilst  the  weekly  and  fortnightly  service  has  continued  to  be  main¬ 
tained  without  serious  breakdown,  the  continued  increase  in  the  population, 
added  to  the  labour  problem,  still  creates  some  difficulty.  There  have 
been  comparatively  few  complaints  of  non-collection,  and  this  still  speaks 
well  for  the  administration  and  the  manner  in  which  the  men  employed  carry 
out  their  difficult  and  trying  tasks,  particularly  in  the  face  of  the 
increasing  road  and  traffic  congestion. 

The  nature  of  refuse  has  changed  materially,  and  now  consists  in  the 
main  of  bottles,  tins,  jars,  paper  and  cardboard.  This  factor  reflects 
in  the  costs  of  collection  and  disposal  in  that  larger  vehicles  are 
required  for  the  bulky  objects,  and  more  covering  material  is  necessary 
for  sealing  purposes  for  producing  satisfactory  anaerobic  byolysis. 
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Refuse  Disposal  Sites  : 

During  the  year  negotiations  took  place  with  the  Forestry  Commission 
for  the  disposal  of  refuse  at  Longdown,  although  it  is  not  anticipated 
that  this  site  will  be  required  until  that  at  Marchwood  is  exhausted. 

An  extension  of  the  existing  tip  at  Setley  was  also  agreed.  Other 
sites  where  refuse  is  disposed  of  are  situated  at  Stoney  Cross  and  Holbury. 

An  excavation  at  Butts  Ash  was  considered  for  this  purpose,  but  it 
was  decided  that  this  pit  should  not  be  used  for  the  disposal  of  refuse. 

Unauthorised  dumping  on  all  disposal  sites  again  took  place  without 
being  able  to  trace  the  offenders.  A  gate  was  fitted  to  the  entrance  of 
Setley  tip  considerably  reducing  the  amount  of  unauthorised  tipping  at  that 
site.  All  sites  were  test-baited  and  inspected  regularly  for  rats  and 
insect  pest  infestation,  and  all  were  found  generally  free  from  infestation. 
Staff  : 

In  view  of  the  additional  houses  which  it  was  anticipated  would  be 
constructed  during  the  financial  year,  it  was  decided  to  increase  the 
refuse  collection  staff  by  two,  although  it  was  not  necessary  to  employ 
both  men  until  later  in  the  year.  At  the  end  of  the  year,  the  complement 
of  men  employed  on  the  collection  and  disposal  of  refuse  and  salvage  was  as 
follows  :-

Protective  clothing  is  still  being  issued,  which  includes  -  2  pair 
overalls,  1  pair  rubber  knee  boots,  protective  gloves  and  beret,  annually, 
and  a  mackintosh  rainproof  in  alternate  years. 

All  refuse  vehicles  are  provided  with  washing  facilities  for  crews, 
and  clean  hand  towels  are  supplied  daily  under  contract  with  the  Initial 
Towel  Supply  Company. 

Transport  ? 

Two  new  Dennis  side-loaders  came  into  operation  on  1st  January  1962. 

The  vehicles  which  they  replaced  were  beyond  economical  repair  and  these, 
instead  of  being  sold  immediately,  were  retained  for  spare  parts  which  were 
likely  to  be  of  far  greater  value  than  the  sale  price  obtainable. 

A  Bray  loader  was  purchased  for  work  on  the  tips  to  replace  the  worn- 
out  Angledozer.  This  machine  has  rubber  tyres  and  is  completely  self- 
propelled;  further,  the  fuel  used  is  gas  oil  which  means  a  saving  to  the 
Council.  The  purchase  of  this  machine  made  the  old  carrier  surplus  to 
requirements  and  this  was  sold. 

The  fleet  is  now  made  up  of  three  refuse  collection  vehicles  with 
petrol  engines,  and  eleven  with  diesel  engines.  The  Council's  policy  of 
replacing  obsolete  petrol  vehicles  with  diesel  power  units  is,  without 
doubt,  the  right  one.

Salvage  : 


The  weight  of  materials  salvaged  and  disposed  of  amounted  to  302  tons, 
as  compared  with  301-g-  tons  in  the  previous  year. 

Salvage  Incentive  Bonus  Scheme  : 

The  Cross  Income  from  the  sale  of  salvage  amounted  to  £727.5s.9d  as 
against  £1,073. 9s. Id  in  1961.  The  amount  for  distribution,  calculated  on 
the  tonnage  basis  of  the  Council's  Scheme  was  £485. 11s. 6d,  equivalent  to 
£13.11s®0d  per  man  with  a  full  year's  service,  as  compared  with  £18.7s.0d 
last  year.  It  will  be  noted  that  the  payment  is  considerably  less  than 
that  made  last  year  owing  to  the  decreased  demand  for  salvage  and  the  recent 
substantial  reduction  in  the  price  of  this  commodity.  There  are  no  signs  of 
any  improvement,  and  I  think  it  unlikely  that  there  will  be  any  increase  in 
price  in  the  immediate  future. 

LITTER  : 

The  litter  baskets  provided  by  the  Council  are  emptied  as  often  as  is 
necessary  to  prevent  a  nuisance  arising.  This  is  far  from  an  easy  problem 
as,  in  some  cases,  the  baskets  concerned  have  to  be  emptied  every  day. 

The  Forestry  Commission  and  the  Highway  Authority  have  certain  litter 
receptacles  which  they  empty  themselves,  and  the  Council  grant  these  Author¬ 
ities  facilities  on  the  refuse  tips  under  their  control  for  the  disposal  of 
this  refuse. 

CESSPOOL  CLEANSING 

The  Council's  scheme  for  the  cleansing  of  certain  cesspools  free  of 
direct  cost  is  supervised  and  administered  by  the  Department. 

The  Cleansing  Service  (Southern  Counties)  Limited,  Botley,  were  again 
responsible  for  carrying  out  the  work  under  contract,  and  did  so  in  their 
usual  courteous  and  efficient  manner. 

It  is  pleasing  to  be  able  to  report  that  very  few  complaints  were 
received,  bearing  in  mind  that  the  Contractors  have  great  difficulty  in  main¬ 
taining  their  man-power,  as  this  type  of  work  is  not  very  attractive.  In  a 
few  cases  there  were  complaints  that  the  schedule  of  emptying  was  not  kept  up- 
to-date,  but  this  was  the  exception  rather  than  the  rule. 

The  Cleansing  Services  were  unfortunate  in  losing  one  of  the  large  sites 
available  in  the  Council's  area  for  disposal  throughout  the  whole  year 
particularly  as  it  was  remote  from  the  public  eye  and  caused  no  trouble . 

When  an  alternative  field  nearer  to  private  houses  was  used  several  complaints 
were  received  regarding  smells,  but  this  matter  was  later  resolved  by  the 
Cleansing  Services  being  able  to  secure  a  suitable  site  just  over  the  Council's 
boundary  in  another  district.  Although  this  eased  a  potentially  difficult 
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situation,  problems  are  foreseen  with  regard  to  disposal  in  the  near 
future.  The  Company  are  under  contract  to  plough  and  lime  these  sites 
regularly  to  prevent  any  nuisance  arising. 

Applications  for  cesspools  to  be  cleansed  at  premises  constructed 
during  the  year,  and  at  existing  premises  without  previous  service, 
totalled  109,  with  22  being  new  constructions  and  87  where  drainage  of 
premises  had  been  converted  to  the  water  carriage  system. 

At  the  end  of  the  year,  2,889  premises  were  included  in  the  cess¬ 
pool  emptying  service  at  a  cost  of  £8, 137. 7s. 0u  (1st  January  to  31st 
December  1962)  compared  with  £6,630  in  1961. 

Due  to  increased  wages  and  other  overheads  the  Cleansing  Service 
found  it  necessary  to  increase  their  charges  to  £1.8s.2d  per  load  for 
cesspools  with  a  capacity  of  1,000  gallons  or  less,  with  an  additional 
charge  of  £l.ls.l0d  for  each  additional  load  taken  out  from  a  cesspool 
in  excess  of  1,000  gallons. 

The  cleansing  of  cesspools  at  Council  Housing  Estates  was  also 
maintained  by  the  Cleansing  Service  (Southern  Counties)  Limited,  and  the 
charge  being  raised  to  £l.ls.l0d  for  every  1,000  gallons  removed,  and 
10s. lid  for  incomplete  loads.  The  cost  of  this  special  service  (1st 
January  to  31st  December  1962)  was  £889. 3s. 3d  for  814-g-  loads  removed, 
compared  with  £850  for  831-g-  loads  removed  in  1961. 

With  the  coming  into  operation  of  the  Sway  Sewerage  Scheme  and 
Potemsford  sewerage  extension,  it  is  estimated  there  will  be  a  con¬ 
siderable  drop  in  the  number  of  cesspools  required  to  be  emptied.

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CARAVANS  AND  OTHER  MOVEABLE  DWELLINGS 

Under  the  Caravan  Sites  and  Control  of  Development 'Act,  I960  a 
constant  survey  was  kept  for  all  new  caravans  arriving  in  the  District, 
and  any  contraventions  were  reported  to  the  Clerk  for  action  under  the 
Town  &  Country  Planning  Act,  1947. 

The  total  number  of  licensed  sites  at  the  beginning  of  the  year 
was  22  with  a  total  complement  of  473  caravans,  all  of  which  were  used 
for  permanent  residential  purposes.  In  addition,  there  were  21  caravans 
occupied  by  showmen  in  Winter  quarters.  There  are  no  sites  used  solely 
for  holiday  purposes. 

Applications  were  received  during  the  year,  and  the  following 
Licences  were  issued  :-

Five  sets  of  Conditions  have  been  approved,  based  on  the  Ministry  of 
Housing  &  Local  Government's  Model  Standards,  subject  to  which  site  licences 
are  issued.  These  Conditions  have  regard  to  the  nature  of  the  site  and  the 
extent  of  the  planning  permission  given,  and  allow  for  the  following  circum¬ 
stances

HAIRDRESSING  PREMISES 

Public  Health  Act.  1961  : 

There  are  close  on  40  such  premises  in  the  Rural  District,  and  during 
the  year  a  survey  was.  started  of  all  these  establishments.  It  is  considered 
that  cleanliness  .in  these  premises  is,  in  its  own  way,  as  important  as  cleanli¬ 
ness  in  food  shops .  Subsequent  to  the  completion  of  the  survey  it  is 
intended  to  submit  recommendations  to  the  Committee  as  to  whether  Byelaws 
should  be  made  to  secure  satisfactory  conditions .

HOUSING 


Daring  the  year  the  number  of  houses,  shops  and  maisonettes  com¬ 
pleted  by  the  Council  was  206,  as  compared  with  104  in  1961.  The 
number  built  by  Private  Enterprise  was  558. 

The  number  of  houses  to  let  provided  by  the  Council  had,  at  the 
end  of  1962,  reached  a  total  of  2,561.

A  problem  which  occurs  from  time  to  time  is  that  of  carcases  being 
washed  up  on  the  foreshore,  such  being  in  a  decomposed  condition.  In 
many  cases  it  is  necessary  to  bury  the  carcases  on  the  spot  and  this  work, 
which  is  of  such  objectionable  nature,  is  carried  out  by  the  Department 
whenever  possible  and  the  Committee  have  made  a  gratuitous  payment  to  the 
workmen  involved. 

During  the  year  complaint  was  received  about  nuisances  from  smells 
arising  from  intensive  pig-keeping  at  a  farm  in  the  parish  of  Bramshaw . 

The  complaint  mainly  referred  to  the  emptying  of  a  large  cesspool  and  the 
method  of  disposal  of  its  contents  over  the  nearby  fields.  This  is  the 
first  complaint  the  Council  has  had  relating  to  the  spraying  of  pig 
effluent  on  to  farmland,  and  in  view  of  the  fact  that  the  claim  was  made 
that  this  method  of  disposal  is  good  farming  practice,  there  are  likely  to 
be  more  complaints  of  this  nature  in  the  future,  not  only  in  the  Rural 
District  itself  but,  I  feel,  nationally  throughout  the  country.  At  the 
end  of  the  year  the  complaint  was  still  being  investigated  as  to  whether 
statutory  action  should  be  taken  under  the  Public  Health  Act.

Food  Adulteration  : 

The  Food  Adulteration  Sections  of  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1955  are 
administered  by  the  County  Council,  and  the  following  is  the  report  of  the 
Chief  Sampling  Officer  relating  to  the  samples  of  Food  and  Drugs  taken  in  the 
New  Forest  Rural  District  during  the  period  1st  April  to  31st  December  1962 
Milk  Samples  : 

89  samples  of  milk,  including  43  of  Channel  Islands  milk,  were 
procured,  and  of  these  11  were  unsatisfactory.  All  the  unsatisfactory 
samples  were  informal  samples  taken  from  consignments  on  delivery  to 
dairies  and  were  found  to  be  deficient  in  fat.  In  each  case,  however, 
the  churn  from  which  the  sample  was  taken  formed  part  of  a  consignment, 
the  average  fat  content  of  which  was  of  the  required  standard.  In  the 
circumstances,  no  further  action  was  taken,  apart  from  drawing  the 

attention  of  the  producers  to  the  discrepancies. 
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Miscellaneous  Samples  : 

25  samples  of  other  food  and  drugs,  including  two  of  ice  cream, 
four  of  meat  products  and  eight  of  spirits,  were  procured  and  all 
proved  to  be  satisfactory  on  analysis. 

General  : 

During  visits  to  traders’  premises,  attention  was  given  to  the 
provisions  of  the  Labelling  of  Food  Order  and  Pharmacy  and  Medicines 
Act,  with  regard  to  their  application  to  the  labelling  and  description 
of  food  and  drugs. 

Shops  Act.  1950  -  Sections  37  and  33  : 

Inspections  relating  to  the  arrangements  for  health  and  comfort  of 
shop  workers  were  made  in  conjunction  with  routine  inspections  carried  out 
under  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act.  It  was  not  found  necessary  to  take  any 
formal  action  under  this  Act.

ATMOSPHERIC  POLLUTION 

Smoke  Abatement  : 

There  were  51  observations  of  smoke  and  117  visits  in  connection  with 
atmospheric  pollution  to  Industrial  Undertakings  and  other  premises  in  the 
District . 

Considerable  concern  was  expressed  in  certain  quarters  regarding  possible 
atmospheric  pollution  which  might  be  caused  by  the  proposed  Generating 
Station  at  Calshot.  Accordingly,  communication  was  made  with  the  District 
Alkali  Inspector  who  stated  that  his  Department  had  carefully  examined  the 
problem  and  that  no  proposals  which  would  constitute  a  possible  health  hazard 
would  be  accepted.  Subsequently,  both  the  District  Alkali  Inspector  and  a 
representative  of  the  Central  Electricity  Generating  Board  were  invited  to 
appear  before  the  Public  Health  Committee  when  the  proposals  of  the  Board 
relating  to  this  Station  were  outlined.  The  best  practicable  means  will  be 
taken  to  minimise  atmospheric  pollution  from  the  products  of  combustion  in  the 
furnaces.  This  co-operation  between  the  various  Departments  and  the  Council 
was  very  much  appreciated. 

On  a  few  occasions  dark  and  black  smoke  was  emitted  from  the  Oil  Refinery 
at  Pawley,  and  the  Firm  were  immediately  notified  of  the  contravention.  It 
was  found  that  in  each  case  this  was  solely  due  to  either  some  failure  of  the 
furnace  or  of  apparatus  used  in  connection  with  it,  or  to  the  lighting  up  of 
the  furnace  which  was  cold.  In  every  ease  all  practicable  steps  were  taken 
to  prevent  or  minimise  the  emission  of  smoke. 

One  particular  Firm  in  the  parish  of  Eling,  which  was  responsible  for  the 
emission  of  smoke  on  a  considerable  number  of  occasions  by  reason  of  the  nature 
of  the  fuel  (wood  waste  in  this  case),  has  a  temporary  exemption  due  to  the 
equipment,  which  will  expire  at  the  end  of  the  seven-year  period  on  the  5th 
July  1963.  This  Firm  has  been  experimenting  with  different  types  of  plant 
and  intends  next  year  to  adopt  a  chain-grate  stoker  for  the  purpose  of  con¬ 
suming  the  waste  wood,  and  it  is  hoped  that  we  shall  see  the  end  of  the 
pollution  of  atmosphere  in  this  area  by  dark  and  black  smoke. 

Obnoxious  Odours  : 

There  are  two  main  premises  in  the  district  where  obnoxious  odours  are 
likely  to  be  emitted  into  the  atmosphere,  one  of  these  being  a  Tar  Distillery 
and  the  other  the  Oil  Refinery.  During  both  of  these  processes  foul¬ 
smelling  gases  are  produced,  and  it  is  possible  under  certain  atmospheric 
conditions  and  on  the  breakdown  of  plant  for  these  to  be  a  nuisance  to  the 
inhabitants  of  the  neighbourhood.  On  the  few  occasions  such  complaints 
were  received  they  were  immediately  investigated.  Both  Firms  continue  to 
show  co-operative  relations  with  this  Department  and  with  the  people  living 
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in  the  vicinity,  and  adopt  the  best  practicable  means  to  prevent  the 
emission  of  these  foul-smelling  odours. 

Apart  from  any  action  which  could  be  taken  locally,  all  complaints 
were  notified  to  the  Alkali  Inspector  for  his  information  and  investi¬ 
gation,  and  it  is  pleasing  to  put  on  record  the  co-operation  which  has 
been  established  between  this  Department  and  the  Alkali  Inspector  who  is 
always  prepared  to  give  advice  on  any  pollution  problem  which  may  or  may 
not  necessarily  be  his  responsibility.

PREVENTION  OF  DAMAGE  BY  PESTS  ACT.  1949  and  THE  PREVENTION 
OF  DAMAGE  BY  PESTS  (THRESHING  &  DISMANTLING  OF  RIGK5) 

REGULATIONS.  1950 

The  duties  imposed  upon  Local  Authorities  by  Section  2  of  the  Prevention 
of  Damage  by  Pests  Act,  1949  to  secure,  so  far  as  practicable,  that  the 
District  is  kept  free  from  rats  and  mice,  were  carried  out  by  a  Rodent 
Officer  and  an  Operator  employed  full  time,, 

Advice  and  the  destruction  of  rats  and/or  mice  on  private  premises  is 
indirectly  free,  the  cost  being  borne  by  the  General  Rate  Fund.  Business 
and  Agricultural  properties  are  charged  at  a  rate  of  7s. Od  per  hour,  either 
by  an  'ad  hoc'  service  or  yearly  contract.  Where  the  head  of  poultry  kept 
on  domestic  premises  is  in  excess  of  25  and  the  produce  sold,  such  premises 
are  treated  as  business  premises  and  charged  accordingly. 

The  Block  Control  system  is  carried  out  whenever  practicable  on  a  minor 
scale  only,  owing  to  the  number  of  complaints  received  and  the  amount  of  work 
arising  therefrom.  Thorough  inspections  are  made,  not  only  of  agricultural 
and  other  buildings,  but  also  of  hedgerows,  ditches,  and  other  likely  places 
of  infestation,  as  it  has  been  found  that  re-infestation  often  occurs  when 
inspections  and  treatments  are  confined  to  buildings  only*  as  rats  are  known 
to  travel  considerable  distances  in  search  of  food. 

Warfarin  has  again  been  the  poison  of  choice,  making  it  possible  for 
those  employed  to  make  the  average  number  of  inspections  and  to  maintain  the 
yearly  contract  service  to  Agricultural,  and  Business  premises. 

All  Council-owned  property,  including  Refuse  Disposal  Sites,  Sewage 
Disposal  Works,  4c.  have  been  periodically  inspected  and  kept  free  of  infest¬ 
ation  generally. 

The  triennial  test  baiting  of  sewers  in  the  parishes  of  Eling,  Lyndhurst, 
Brockenhurst,  Dibden  and  Fawley  was  carried  out  between  the  20th  May  and  the 
24th  June  1962.  No  "takes"  were  recorded,  and  it  is  reasonable  to  suppose, 
therefore,  that  they  are  free  from  infestation. 

General  : 

It  can  be  said  that  the  Statutory  duties  imposed  upon  the  Council  by  the 
Act  are  discharged  efficiently,  especially  in  regard  to  the  control  of  the 
agricultural  rat.
